The city is looking for your 
direction in a wayfinding pi¬ 
lot project expected to roll 
out on downtown streets in 
April. 

A prototype wayfinding 
map of the downtown area 
featuring the city’s wallcable 
routes will be made public so 
residents and tourists alike 
can help feed the city’s way¬ 
finding discussion. 

“We will install it for 
about a month on city streets, 
see how people react to them. 
It will help us not only dig 


into the details but roll out 
information into the business 
case,” said Ian Hosier, project 
manager. 

The details of what is ten¬ 
tatively called “Walk Edmon¬ 
ton” calls for wayfinding sign¬ 
age on the ground but also a 
digital plan including smart¬ 
phone apps and web-based 
mapping to help people navi¬ 
gate through the downtown 
core — and eventually the 
city — if approved by council. 

With information and sug¬ 
gestions from the public, city 
officials hope to develop a 
more detailed business plan 
that would include costs and 
would look at a “broader sys¬ 
tem,” according to Hosier. 

Members of the Edmonton 
Wayfinding Project say the 
prototype unveil is just the 
beginning of what they hope 
is a much larger, unique way¬ 
finding system in the city.

With “veiy little-to-no ped- 
way signage available” in the 
city, Hosier says the need to 
get a system up and running 
is there but needs to be fur¬ 
ther fleshed out with users 
and planners, something 
Querengesser agrees with. 

“We’re excited for this but 
this is step one of many Let’s 
take pedway wayfinding and 
knock it out of the park,” said 
Querengesser.

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‘Shorter ride times’ 


School boards 
look to team up 
on busing 

Students from both 
Edmonton Catholic and 
public school boards could 
be boarding the same bus 
come September 2015 as 
the two boards move to¬ 
ward an integrated busing 
system. 

Named the Edmonton 
Student Transportation 
Authority, the ESTA is ex¬ 
pected to save $2.5 to $2.7 
milhon each year for the 
school boards by consolidat¬ 
ing bus routes. 

According to EPSB super¬ 
intendent Darrel Robertson, 
cash saved by the initiative 
would be pumped back into 
both boards. 

“The intention would 
be to reinvest those into 
enhanced services and 
shorter ride times for kids,” 
said Robertson. 

Currently, the Catholic 
and public boards work 
together to plan routes 
for special-needs students 
and some yellow busing, 
but decided to investigate 
expanding the partnership 
in Februaiy 2013. 

The consortium would 
be rolled out in three 
phases, starting with final¬ 
izing a structure, creating 
integrated bus routes and 
launching the program 
in the fall of 2015, with a 
combined budget of ap¬ 
proximately $50 million. 

“I think this is a great 
win for the taxpayer and a 
great win for the student,” 
said EPSB Trustee Michael 
Janz. 

ECS also met Tuesday to 
discuss the joint transporta¬ 
tion plan. 

Trustees noted reducing 
ride times was top priority, 
along with reducing the 
boards’ green footprint.

After a Tuesday night board of 
trustees meeting, Edmonton 
parent Lana Brenneis said she is 
ready to pull her children from 
their current Catholic school 
and enrol them into a neigh¬ 
bouring public one. 

With a slight shake to her 
voice, Brenneis said the deci¬ 


sion made by the Edmonton 
Catholic Board to consider 
closing four local schools and 
consolidate them into one new 
school site was both frustrating 
and disappointing. 

“I wanted to see their faces 
as they voted against what the 
community had written (to) 
them about,” Brenneis said 
about the decision. 

Spending close to three 
hours hashing out the details, 
the board directed the adminis¬ 
tration to begin a consultation 
to consider closing St. Brendan, 
St. Gabriel, St. James and St. 
Kevin Schools, consolidating 
students to one new school site 
to be built at St. Brendan. 



“This is the beginning of a 
process that allows us to gather 
information,” said ECS board 
chair Cindy Olsen about Tues¬ 
day night’s decision. 

Funds promised by the prov¬ 
ince earlier this year would be 
used to build the new facility. 

“No one wants to look at a 
school closure,” said trustee 
Debbie Engel Tuesday. “Once 
you have said you’re consid¬ 
ering it, you’re obviously con¬ 
sidering it for a reason and it’s 
definitely upsetting for the 
people in the neighbourhood.” 

With two children at St. 
Gabriel, Brenneis said parents 
aren’t interested in a new 
“megaschool.” 



• Currently, there are 761 
students in all 4 schools, 
which has a capacity for 
2,600 students. 


• If the 4 schools are 
closed and students are 
consolidated, there would 
be 21 communities fed 
into one school. 


“A big shiny new school is 
not appealling to us,” Brenneis 
said. “That’s why we picked an 
older neighbourhood that has 
small community schools.”

With a 24-hour flight behind 
them and a 12-year-long war 
in the countiy’s past, the last 
of Canada’s troops to serve in 
Afghanistan came home to Ed¬ 
monton.

City moves to have body rub 
parlours open longer 


The city’s body-rub parlours 
will likely be able to offer their 
services later into the evening 
as councillors moved ahead 
with plans for extended operat¬ 
ing hours Tuesday.

Edmonton cyclists are taking 
matters into their own hands 
when it comes to sweeping 
city streets. Literally. 

Tired of waiting for city 
bike lanes and multiuse trails 


to be swept clean, members 
of the Edmonton Bicycle 
Commuters’ Society (EBC) 
dusted off their brooms and 
city streets last year at Vic¬ 
toria Promenade. 

This year, they plan to do 
the same if rocks, sand and 
the rest of winter’s mess isn’t 
removed by the city in a time¬ 
ly manner. 

“It depends on the condi¬ 
tions and whether or not it’s 
justified,” said Chris Chan, 
executive director of the EBC.

The Alberta government is 
ending a contract for proba¬ 
tion services with a native 
counselling agency, and a city 
social worker is calling it a 
mistake. 

The contract with Native 
Counselling Services of Al¬ 
berta will come to an end this 
month and the youth will be 
transferred to ministiy proba¬ 
tion officers. 

Mark Cherrington, a youth 
social worker, said he doesn’t 
understand the move. 

“The probation officer for 
Native Counselling Services in 
Edmonton is exceptional and 
their program is exceptional,” 
he said. 

He said the change is cul¬ 
turally insensitive, consid¬ 
ering the number of aborig¬ 
inal youth in the system. 

“In my personal opinion, 
we have a system of a bunch 
of white men on white horses 
looking after First Nations 
kids now and that is wrong,” 
he said. 


Michelle Davio, with Al¬ 
berta Justice, said the min¬ 
istiy simply felt they could 
handle the small number of 
cases the agency was handling 
in-house. 

“They were happy with the 
work of Native Counselling 
Services. It’s no reflection on 
them at all, but they felt like 
they could deal with it within 


the ministiy,” she said. 

Davio said the agency 
believes they have all they 
need to handle the youth in a 
culturally sensitive way. 

“We do have special pro¬ 
gramming for aboriginal 
youth and also some of our 
probation officers are of 
aboriginal background.”

With a sweep of his pen, 
President Vladimir Putin added 
Crimea to the map of Russia on 
Tuesday, describing the move 
as correcting a past injustice 
and responding to what he 
called Western encroachment 
upon Russia’s vital interests. 

While his actions were met 
with cheers in Crimea and 
Russia, Ukraine’s new govern¬ 
ment called Putin a threat to 
the whole world and U.S. Vice- 
President Joe Biden warned 
that the U.S. and Europe will 
impose further sanctions 
against Moscow. 

“The world has seen 
through Russia’s actions and 
has rejected the flawed logic,” 
Biden said as he met with Euro¬ 
pean leaders in Poland. 

In an emotional 40-minute 
speech televised live from the 
Kremlin, Putin said he was 
merely restoring order to his- 
toiy by incorporating Crimea. 

“In people’s hearts and 
minds, Crimea has always been 
an integral part of Russia,” he 
declared, dismissing Western 
criticism of Sunday’s Crimean 
referendum as a manifestation 
of the West’s double standards. 

Often interrupted by ap¬ 
plause, Putin said the rights 
of ethnic Russians in Ukraine 
had been abused by the new 
Ukrainian government and in¬ 
sisted that Crimea’s vote to join 
Russia was in line with inter¬ 
national law and reflected its 
right for self-determination. 

Putin said his actions fol-

“You always need 
to remember this.”

facility in Crimea was stormed 
Tuesday by armed men just 
hours after Putin’s speech. 

Putin argued that the 
months of protests in the 
Ukrainian capital of Kyiv which 
prompted President Viktor 
Yanukovych to flee to Russia 
had been instigated by the 
West to weaken Russia. He cast 
the new Ukrainian government 
as illegitimate, driven by rad¬ 


ical “nationalists, neo-Nazis, 
Russophobes and anti-Semites.” 

In response, Ukraine’s new 
government called Putin dan¬ 
gerous. 

“Today’s statement by Pu¬ 
tin showed in high relief what 
a real threat Russia is for the 
civilized world and internation¬ 
al security,” Ukrainian foreign 
ministiy spokesman Evhen 
Perebinis said on Twitter. “(The 
annexation) has nothing to do 
with law or with democracy or 
sensible thinking.”

Canadian 
sanctions 
won’tisolate 
Russia, says 
ambassador 

Russia’s ambassador to 
Canada says sanctions from 
the West over Ukraine 
won’t isolate his country, 
and expelling it from the 
G8 would only hurt stability 
around the world. 

Energy-thirsty Asian 
countries such as China 
are waiting in the wings if 
Europe and North America 
decide they won’t want 
Russia’s resources, Georgiy 
Mamedov said Tuesday. 

“Look at the map,” he 
said. “Half of Russia is in 
Asia. So even if — and I 
don’t think that western 
countries are, you know, 
adventuristic or crazy 
enough to shoot themselves 
in the leg and to undercut 
mutually beneficial energy 
and other relationship with 
Russia — but even if they 
did, the longest border in 
the world that we have is 
with China, not with Bel¬ 
gium and not with Canada, 
unfortunately.” 

Canada joined other 
countries in imposing sanc¬ 
tions on Russia as a result 
of Sunday’s vote in Crimea, 
but Mamedov shrugged 
off the sanctions. “I’ve 
been around and you can’t 
isolate Russia,” he said. 

There was some confu¬ 
sion Tuesday over whether 
Russia would be suspended 
from the Group of Eight 
leading industrial countries. 

France’s Foreign Min¬ 
ister Laurent Fabius told a 
European radio station that 
G8 leaders had “decided to 
suspend Russia’s participa¬ 
tion.” Britain’s Foreign 
Office, meanwhile, said that 
Russia is still part of the G8, 
but did not rule out a sus¬ 
pension.

‘Swithering* Scots have 
power to break up U.K. 


Scotland’s swithering “middle 
million” has Britain’s future in 
its hands. 

“Swithering” means wav¬ 
ering, and it’s a word you hear 
a lot in Scotland right now. Six 
months from now, Scottish vot¬ 
ers must decide whether their 
country should become in¬ 
dependent, breaking up Great 
Britain as it has existed for 300 


years. 

Faced with the choice, many 
find their hearts say “aye” but 
their heads say “why risk it?” 
Polls suggest as many as a 
quarter of Scotland’s 4 million 
voters remain undecided, and 
their choices will determine 
the outcome. 

Many long to cut the ties 
binding them to England, but 


fear the risks — and the finan¬ 
cial fallout. 

The two countries united 
in 1707 to form Great Britain, 
with a shared monarch, cur¬ 
rency, and a London-based gov¬ 
ernment. 

It has always been a lopsided 
relationship — England’s popu¬ 
lation is 10 times Scotland’s 5.3

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Flaherty steps down 
as finance minister

Jim Flaherty is leaving the 
federal cabinet after more 
than eight years as finance 
minister to prepare for a re¬ 
turn to the private sector, say¬ 
ing the move is unrelated to 
his recent health problems. 

Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper is expected to name 
his replacement Wednesday. 


Replacement 


Media outlets reported 
Tuesday night that Natural 
Resources Minister Joe 
Oliver will replace Flaherty. 


Flaherty, who delivered his 
final budget last month, said 
he made the decision with his 
family earlier this year. 

“As I begin another chap¬ 
ter in my life, I leave feeling 
fulfilled with what we have 
accomplished as a govern¬ 
ment and a countiy during 
one of the most challenging 
economic periods in our 
countiy’s histoiy,” he said in 
a statement. 

An official in the Prime 
Minister’s Office said Flaherty 
would be retaining — at least 
for now — his seat in the 
House of Commons, mean¬ 
ing he remains an MP for the 
time being. 

Flaherty is among Can¬ 
ada’s longest-serving finance 
ministers, appointed to the 
key economic post when the 
Conservative government 
first came to power in 2006. 

He managed the countiy’s 
economy through one of 
its worst economic crises in 


2008-2009, running up large 
deficits but leaving the books 
virtually balanced after his 
Feb. 11 budget. 

Speculation about 

Flaherty’s future has risen in 
recent years after he acknow¬ 
ledged suffering from a rare 
skin condition, requiring him 
to take medication that led

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Seattle to revisit helicopter 
landing-pad policy after crash

The city of Seattle will re¬ 
examine its policy on heli¬ 
copter landing pads in re¬ 
sponse to Tuesday’s fatal 
crash at a busy downtown 
intersection. 

Mayor Ed Murray said at a 
news conference hours after 
the wreck that Seattle’s regu¬ 
lations on helipads changed 
at least 20 years ago, when 
the city instituted more rules 
and limited where helicop¬ 
ters could take off and land. 

“We need to look at it,” he 
said of the regulations. “In 
consultation with the coun¬ 
cil, we will decide if we need 
to adjust our policies.” 

The crash Tuesday mor¬ 


ning happened as a news 
helicopter took off from a 
helipad at the KOMO-TV sta¬ 
tion. The chopper went down 
on a street near the Space 
Needle and exploded into 
flames, hitting three vehicles 
and setting them on fire. 

Both people aboard the 
helicopter were killed, and a 
man in a car was badly hurt. 
Fuel running down the street 
also was on fire, and crews 
worked to stop it before it 
entered the sewer, the fire 
department spokesman said. 

The cause of the crash is 
under investigation. A pre¬ 
liminary analysis is expected 
in five days, followed by a 
fuller report with a probable 
cause in up to a year. 

KOMO identified the pilot 
as Gary Pfitzner. The other 
man killed in the crash was 
Bill Strothman, a former 
longtime KOMO photograph¬ 
er.

Oscar Pistorius murder 
trial: Photos show 
evidence was moved 


South African police photo¬ 
graphs of the blood-spattered 
scene where Oscar Pistorius 
allegedly shot dead his girl¬ 
friend show that evidence 
was moved around in viola¬ 
tion of procedure during the 
investigation of the killing, 
the athlete’s chief defence 
lawyer said Tuesday. 

In later testimony, a 
police ballistics expert de¬ 
scribed how he tried to re¬ 
construct the angle of the 
gunfire, citing tests that sug¬ 
gest the bullets were fired 
about 2.2 metres from a toi¬ 
let door in Pistorius’s home. 
The bullets punctured the 
door, and three of them hit 
girlfriend Reeva Steenlcamp, 
who was in the toilet cubicle. 

Warrant officer Bennie 
van Staden, a police pho¬ 
tographer, took hundreds of 
photos of the scene, includ¬ 
ing of blood stains, bullet 
casings, a gun and a cricket 
bat found inside Pistorius’s 
bathroom in the hours after 
the double-amputee Olym¬ 
pic runner shot Steenlcamp 
before dawn on Feb. 14 last 


year. 

Lawyer Barry Roux has 
challenged previous police 
witnesses, seeking to un¬ 
cover contradictions and re¬ 
ported mishaps to support 
his argument that officers 
bungled the investigation, 
an allegation made by Pis¬ 
torius at the start of the trial 
when he pleaded not guilty 
to murder in Steenlcamp’s 
killing. 

In a painstaking process 
Tuesday, Roux minutely 
examined many photos 
taken by van Staden and 
another police officer and 
pointed out that objects at 
the crime scene had been 
moved and were in different 
positions in photos. 

Roux also used time-of- 
day records on the images 
to show that the two police¬ 
men taking photographs 
were in the same room at 
points, even though van St¬ 
aden testified he was work¬ 
ing alone. 

Pistorius, 27, is charged 
with premeditated murder 
for killing Steenlcamp, 29. 


He denies murder and says 
he shot his girlfriend acci¬ 
dentally, thinking she was 
an intruder in a toilet cu¬ 
bicle in the bathroom, and 
says that he struck the toilet 
door with a cricket bat to get 
to Steenlcamp after realizing 
what he had done.

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Thai military reports 10-day-old radar 
blips that could be missing plane

Investigators trying to solve the 
mysteiy of a missing Malaysian 
jetliner received some belated 
help Tuesday from Thailand, 
whose military said it took 10 
days to report radar blips that 
might have been the plane “be¬ 
cause we did not pay attention 
to it.” 

A coalition of 26 countries, 
including Thailand, is looking 
for Malaysia Airlines Flight 
370, which vanished March 8 
with 239 people aboard on a 
night flight from Kuala Lum¬ 
pur to Beijing. Search crews 
are scouring two giant arcs of 
territoiy amounting to the size 
of Australia — half of it in the 


remote seas of the southern In¬ 
dian Ocean. 

Malaysian officials said early 
in the search that they suspect¬ 
ed the plane backtracked and 
flew toward the Strait of Ma¬ 
lacca, just west of Malaysia. But 
it took a week for them to con¬ 


firm Malaysian militaiy radar 
data that suggested that route. 
On Tuesday, Thai militaiy of¬ 
ficials said their own radar 
showed an unidentified plane, 
possibly Flight 370, flying to¬ 
ward the strait beginning min¬ 
utes after the Malaysian jet’s 


transponder signal was lost. 

Air force spokesman Air 
Vice Marshal Montol Suc- 
hoolcom said the Thai militaiy 
doesn’t know whether the 
plane it detected was Flight 
370. 

Thailand’s failure to quick¬ 


ly share possible information 
about the plane may not sub¬ 
stantially change what Malay¬ 
sian officials now know, but it 
raises questions about the de¬ 
gree to which some countries 
are sharing their defence data.

Science expert says 
bright light falling out 
of the sky was a bolide

A large flash that appeared 


in the sky early Tuesday 
morning had dozens of Nova 
Scotians talking, but a local 
science guru said the cause is 
“not so mysterious.” 

According to meteorolo¬ 
gist Richard Zurawslci, the 
fireball seen streaking out 
of the sky was a bolide — a 
piece of rock or metal falling 
from space that glows when it 
burns up in the atmosphere, 
and its kinetic energy is trans¬ 


ferred to heat and light. 

“It’s a pretty typical thing. 
Seeing it over the Maritimes 
is a little unusual, but this 
happens thousand of times 
probably every 24 hours,” he 
said, adding they can last up 
to five or six seconds with a 
long, bright tail depending 
on how big the chunk of 
space debris was. 

“It goes from 20 to 40 kilo¬ 
metres a second,” Zurawslci 


said, and are usually the size 
of a human head or larger. 

Some people have found 
pieces of bolides that reach 
the ground, which are then 
known as meteorites, he said. 

Although many of these 
fall to earth eveiy day, Zuraw- 
slci said it’s unusual for people 
to spot one because there’s so 
much unpopulated space in 
the Arctic tundra, ocean or 
desert where they could land.

The recording industiy is 
making more money from 
fan-made mashups, lip-syncs 
and tributes on YouTube than 
from official music videos. 

“It’s a massive growth area. 
We’re very excited about the 
creativity of consumers using 
our repertoire and creating 
their own versions of our vid¬ 
eos,” said Francis Keeling, the 
global head of digital business 
for Universal Music Group. 

With one billion users 
worldwide, YouTube is the 
most used music service in the

day by IFPI, an organization 
that represents 1,300 record 
companies around the world. 

“All record companies 
make their repertoire avail¬ 
able to YouTube,” Keeling ex¬ 
plained. 

The video website, owned 
by Google, alerts record com¬ 
panies when a YouTube user 
uploads content that uses a 
copyrighted song. 

Rather than order the 
video removed for copyright 
infringement, the record com¬ 
pany can instead choose to 


run ads before and during the 
video, making money off the 
video’s views. 

For example, a video of 
American comedian Steve Kar- 
dynal wearing a bikini and lip- 
synching Carly Rae Jepsen’s 
Call Me Maybe for unsuspect¬ 
ing viewers on Chatroulette 
racked up more than 14 mil¬ 
lion views, which earned ad 
dollars for the record label 
behind Jepsen’s hit single. 

User-generated content 
is actually generating more 
money for record labels than 
the official music videos post¬ 
ed by record labels, Keeling 
said. 

“A lot of that is due to 
consumers putting more and 
more repertoire and new ver¬ 
sions up there, but also it’s 
YouTube getting better at ad¬ 
vertising,” he said.

U.S. states look at ‘free’ tuition 


Nothing sparks consumer 
demand like the word “free,” 
and politicians in some states 
have proposed the idea of 
providing that incentive to 
get young people to attend 
community college. 

Amid worries that U.S. 
youth are losing a global 
skills race, supporters of a no¬ 
tuition policy see expanding 


access to community college 
as a way to boost educational 
attainment so the emerging 
workforces in their states 
look good to employers. 

Of course, such plans 
aren’t free for taxpayers, 
and legislators in Oregon 
and Tennessee are deciding 
whether free tuition regard¬ 
less of family income is the 


best use of public money. A 
Mississippi bill passed the 
state House, but then failed 
in the Senate. 

The debate comes in a 
midterm election year in 
which income inequality and 
the burdens of student debt 
are likely going to be signifi¬ 
cant issues.

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Filmmaker explores teen 
genre in Beyond Clueless 



SXSW. Documentary 
examines teen movies 
from more than 200 
not-quite classics 




First-time filmmaker Charlie 
Lyne came to SXSW to pre¬ 
miere Beyond Clueless, his ex¬ 
ploration of teen movies. Less 
a traditional, talking heads 
doc than a lyrical, fluid exam¬ 
ination of the genre, Lyne gives 
the scholarly and artistic treat¬ 
ment to a class of films usually 
excluded from such pursuits, 
with narration by Fairuza Balk 
and visuals from more than 
200 teen not-quite classics. 

How has it been, bringing 
your first film to SXSW? 

What’s nice is it feels like 
we’re repeating the experi¬ 
ence of doing the Kiclcstarter 
now because it’s going out 
to a load of people who have 
no idea who any of us are but 
have some bearing on this 
subject matter.... Eveiyone 
has that film that they grew 
up watching and obsessing 
over, and usually it’s a film 
that is quite singular to them. 

So is Clueless that movie for 
you? 

Clueless is a film I completely 
love and certainly growing 
up it was one of my five or 10 
that I would go back to again 
and again and again, but ac¬ 


tually the ones I always found 
more fascinating were the 
ones that, for lack of a better 
word, aren’t quite as good as 
Clueless. 

The teen genre for me 
is most fascinating when it 
doesn’t quite work, you know? 
There’s plenty of teen movies 
that I think are unequivocally 
brilliant — wouldn’t change a 
thing, perfect movies — stuff 
like Clueless, stuff like Cruel 
Intentions, that just really 
work and know themselves. 

But the teen movies that I 
find fascinating are the ones 
that aren’t quite there, that 
have so much buried beneath 
the skin but don’t quite know 
what they are. There’s so 
much more going on that 
even the film itself isn’t really 
aware of — which perfectly 
mirrors the experience of be¬ 
ing a teenager. 

So a film with an identity 
crisis? 

Exactly. So many of them 
seem to have these palpable 
identity crises going on inside 
them. Something like Idle 
Hands. A film about a teenage 
boy who has an attractive 
girl move in next door and 
suddenly finds that he can’t 
control his right hand — it 
doesn’t seem like a stretch 
to say that’s a metaphor for 
something. And yet you look 
back at the way people talked 
about it when it first came 
out and there’s nothing about 
that. It’s all just, “Devon Sawa 
is reasonably OK in this mid¬ 
dling horror vehicle.” 

The teen market is also one 


that never really goes away 
in Hollywood. 

Surely it’s the one film genre 
that openly states who it’s 
for in its veiy title. I love 
that about it, I think there’s 
something really interesting 
about films that are explicitly 
marketed toward the most 
malleable, impressionable 


group. And why wouldn’t they 
be the most fascinating to 
talk about when they have so 
much power over people? 

I think everyone would 
be willing to admit that they 
were in at least some way 
shaped by the films that 
they saw at that age. That 
was what was brilliant and 
terrifying about doing this 


film, was watching all these 
films that I unthinkingly 
took on at 13 and going, 

“Oh God, what awfiil lessons 
was I learning? What was I 
accepting about myself on 
the basis of this film?” So it’s 
been good therapy. I’m now 
a functional human being 
after going through my teen 
movie demons.

British actress Imogen Poots 
made a quick stop in Austin, 
Texas, to unveil Jimi: All is by 
My Side, writer-director John 
Ridley’s look at the early days 
of Jimi Hendrix (Andre Ben¬ 
jamin), at SXSW. In the film, 
Poots stars as Linda Keith, girl¬ 
friend to Keith Richards and 
the woman who cajoles Hen¬ 
drix out of obscurity and helps 
shape his style and persona. 

First of all, we have to talk 
about Andre Benjamin’s 
performance as Hendrix. 

He’s electrifying. The first 
time I met him I was so en¬ 
tranced by him. And I think, 
if anything, he had to quiet 
himself for Jimi. There’s a real 
intelligence and perceptive¬ 
ness to somebody just observ¬ 
ing and being quiet, and I 
think that’s something he 
wanted Jimi to have. And also 
an innate melancholy. I think 
that comes true. 

Linda Keith is not as well 
known, so was it less of a 
worry for you about 
having to match 
her? 


Our director spoke to her, and 
she was very cool. She was 
sort of like, “Go do your thing, 
I give you my blessing but 
I don’t want any part of it.” 

In that way, it was certainly 
a relief, because if you meet 
the person face-to-face it’s a 
whole new pressure. 
But I really, really 
love Linda. You 
can see how 
important 


it was to her but also how cool 
she was in a way. I wouldn’t 
want Linda Keith to turn 
around and be like, “What 
have you done? My hair 
wasn’t cut that way!” 

It’s fascinating to see her 
role in 
shap¬ 


ing who Jimi Hendrix eventu¬ 
ally came to be. 

And I think it’s really, real¬ 
ly authentic, actually, in terms 
of John’s stoiytelling. She veiy 
much was a catalyst for him. 
She was really instrumental 
in his career in London, and 
a lot of people maybe don’t 
know that. 

You’d think Hendrix would 
have been a bit more ap¬ 
preciative. 

I think what she knows is 
the idea that you can sort of 
nurture an artist and support 
them, but they don’t belong 
to you. The audience and the 
listeners believe that a part 
of him belongs to them. You 
can’t put ownership on a 
figure. 

It’s sort of the same thing 
as making a film about 
Hendrix. People who love him 
will feel an inevitable owner¬ 
ship, like they want to see the 
Hendrix they want to see. But 
my favourite thing about the 
role, really, was the idea that 
you do all this and then you 
can step back and maybe just 
listen to the records. And then 
you just live your life. 

And given the emphasis put 
on music, SXSW seems like 
a fantastic environment to 
showcase a film like this. 

It’s great, it’s such a fun 
environment. I’m just happy 
to be heading south when¬ 
ever I’m in America, always.

After audiences see Jason Bate¬ 
man’s new movie Bad Words, 
the actor, who makes his 
feature-film directorial debut 
with the comedy, will have 
one question: “Do I need to 
apologize?” 

Best known for his blunt 
approach and diy sense of hu¬ 
mour in the television show 
Arrested Development and 
in films like Horrible Bosses, 
Bateman’s turn as a venge¬ 
ful wordsmith who competes 
against kids in spelling bees is 
perhaps his most hilarious and 
crude role yet.

Perhaps the eeriest image 
was a photo of several of 
Scott’s designs hung from a 
tree and apparently lit from 
within, which appeared on 
the designer’s Faceboolc just 
hours after her death was an¬ 
nounced. A strange, ghostly 
image indeed, after the 
designer’s apparent suicide. 

Her Twitter account also 
remained active, leaving 
some fans unsure of whether 



her death was a hoax or not. 
Fashion blogger Bryan Boy 
shared a befuddled screen- 
shot and tweeted, “But Lwren 
tweeted 3 hours ago???” 

Scott was Miclcjagger’s 
longtime girlfriend, and The 
Rolling Stones said Tuesday 
they have called off tour 
dates in Australia and New 
Zealand in the wake of her 
death. 

The iconic band said in a 
statement they “are deeply 
sorry and disappointed to 
announce the postponement 
of the rest of their 14 ON 
FIRE tour.”

Getting sick on vacation is 
never supposed to be part of 
the itinerary, but it happens. 
With a little pre-planning 
there are ways to avoid some 
common ailments that are a 
traveller’s worst enemy. 

Jet lag 

Forget the home remedies 
and focus on being hydrated 
during your flight. Drink lots 
of water and avoid alcohol 
and caffeine. Don’t overeat, 
as the low pressure can make 
you and your organs swollen 
and bloated. Upon arrival re¬ 
program your body to eat, 
exercise and sleep as the lo¬ 


cal time zone dictates. Get as 
much sunshine as you can; it 
lets your body know that the 
schedule has changed. 

Norovirus 

Cruise ship outbreaks of the 
Norwalk virus can ruin a holi¬ 
day on the waves. The good 
news is that the frequency 
of an outbreak is distorted 
by the media attention it re¬ 


ceives when it does happen. 
According to the Centers for 
Disease Control and Preven¬ 
tion in the U.S., it’s only an 
outbreak when three per cent 
or more of those on board re¬ 
port symptoms. 

The best course of resist¬ 
ance is to be vigilant about 
your personal hygiene while 
on board. Wash your hands 
with soap and rub and rinse 


for at least 15 seconds. That 
is longer than you think, so 
make sure to count it out. 

Malaria 

Most travellers know to take 
anti-malarial medication in 
high-risk zones, but there’s 
more to preventing the dis¬ 
ease than just swallowing a 
pill. Always use insect repel¬ 
lent with DEET and dress ap¬ 


propriately; long sleeve shirts, 
pants and boots. Visit a travel 
medical clinic prior to your 
trip to learn where the latest 
malarial hot spots are. You 
may be surprised to hear that 
popular destinations like Mex¬ 
ico and Panama have malarial 
zones. 

Tropical diseases 

Typically, destinations with 
high levels of poverty have 
poor sanitation, which can 
lead to poor quality of food 
and water and lack of mitigat¬ 
ing measures against insects 
and rodents. However, don’t 
be fooled — luxurious sur¬ 
roundings and high-end re¬ 
sorts don’t always protect you 
from getting infected. 

Diseases like hepatitis A 
or viral influenza could strike 
you almost anywhere. Visit a 
travel medical clinic before 
any tropical vacation for the 
most up-to-date information. 
Avoid salads and salsas and 
stick to food rules 101: only 
eat what you can boil, cook 
or peel. Drink bottled water 
and decline ice cubes in your 
cocktails.

Diners help them¬ 
selves by spooning the chicken 
into individual leaves, using the 
leaves as they would a sand¬ 
wich wrap.

Your vehicle has gone through 
a lot over the winter — bad 
weather, cold temperatures, 
and, undoubtedly, several pot¬ 
holes. As the nicer weather ar¬ 
rives, some preventative post¬ 
winter maintenance will help 
ensure your car stays running 
properly. 

If you use winter tires, they 
should be swapped for your 
all-season or summer tires. 
Winter tires have a softer com¬ 
pound that helps them stick to 
cold pavement, but they wear 


out faster on warmer surfaces. 
If you have kept the same tires 
all winter, check to be sure 
they have no bulges on the 
sidewall, and that they have 
sufficient tread left on them. 

It’s a good idea to have your 
vehicle inspected by a techni¬ 
cian, who will check to see 
that eveiything came through 
winter OK and is ready for 
spring. That includes the sus¬ 
pension and brakes, which are 
vital to your safety. Even if you 
get them checked regularly, 
and especially if you don’t, 
you should be listening for 
grinding or squeaking sounds, 
or noticing if your car pulls 



to one side, or if the brake 
pedal goes closer to the floor. 
Get these checked right away 
because the longer you keep 
driving, the more expensive 
these repairs can become. 

A spring checkup will in¬ 
clude checking the coolant, 
which should be clean and 
at the right strength for hot 
weather. Have the battery 
checked, especially if it’s more 


than three years old. If it’s 
weak, replace it now, rather 
than after that morning when 
you are in a hurry and your car 
won’t start. 

The technician will also 
check the engine belts and 
hoses, which consistently 
cycle through hotter and cold¬ 
er temperatures, especially in 
winter, which can make them 
brittle. If they break, you are 


stranded. This is also the time 
to ensure that all air condi¬ 
tioning components are work¬ 
ing properly. And if you are 
due for an oil change, a switch 
to summer-weight oil will help 
to protect your engine when 
outside temperatures soar. 

Wiper blades don’t last 
forever, so put on a new set 
for spring. If you have bought 
expensive winter blades, put 


them in storage — like win¬ 
ter tires, they are made from 
a special rubber compound, 
and will wear out faster in the 
heat. 

Finally, “de-junlc” the 
trunk. If you have carried 
shovels, sand, or other winter 
emergency items all season, 
leave them in the garage, since 
extra weight takes extra fuel 
to move it around.

After a long winter, your car 
needs a good scrubbing. 

You may have run it 
through the car wash every 
now and again, but now it 
needs a thorough spring 
cleaning. It will not only look 
better, but it may even help it 
last longer, too. 

The first step is to clean 
the underside, which has 
spent the winter picking up 
salt, sand, or grime. Using 
a pressure washer or coin- 
operated car wash, point the 
wand under the vehicle, start¬ 
ing at one end and working 
your way around. 

Wash the body by 
thoroughly rinsing it with 


More cleaning tips 


• Spray a cloth with clean¬ 
er to clean the rearview 
mirror — spraying the 
mirror directly could get 
fluid in it. 


• Never use a dropped 
wash sponge without 
thoroughly rinsing it 
since any grit on it will 
scratch your paint. 


• Don't spray vinyl pro¬ 
tector on your steering 
wheel, which can make it 
dangerously slippery. 


water, soaping it with a soft 
mitt or sponge, and then 
rinsing again. As you go over 


it, look for any scratches 
or chips, which should be 
touched up promptly to pre¬ 
vent rust. Finish by drying 
with microfibre cloths or a 
chamois, and then protect 
the paint with a coat of good 
quality wax. 

Scrub the wheels and use 
a wheel protector product 
to help prevent brake dust 
buildup. 

Vacuum the carpets, get¬ 
ting under the seats and up 
under the dash. 

Use a spray cleaner and 
cloth to clean the dash, cen¬ 
tre console, and cupholders, 
and glass cleaner with paper 
towels for the windows. Vac¬ 
uum the seats, and if you have 
leather upholstery, use leath¬ 
er cleaner and then follow up 
with leather conditioner.

It is said death and taxes are 
the only two certainties in 
life. In Canada, you can add 
potholes to that list. 

Sadly, there is only one 
way to avoid pothole dam¬ 
age. 

“I guess avoiding pot¬ 
holes is the best thing,” said 
Josh Phair, a service adviser 
with Taylor Volkswagen in 
Regina. 

In a recent media release, 
the Insurance Bureau of Can¬ 
ada (IBC) offered some driv¬ 
ing tips to minimize damage 
from potholes. The most im¬ 
portant tip is to leave lots of 
room in front of your vehicle 
so you have good sight of 
what is ahead. 

If a collision is inevitable, 
there are some things you 
should do. 

“Never hit your brakes 
before encountering a pot¬ 
hole,” the IBC said. “This can 
actually cause more damage 
to your vehicle.” 

As well, when you hit a 
pothole, be sure to hold the 


steering wheel tightly. 

“Hitting a pothole with a 
loose grip can cause you to 
lose control of your vehicle,” 
the IBC said. 

Damage from a pot¬ 


hole can lead to an array of 
problems, such as bending 
your tire rims, destroying 
your tire and messing up 
a vehicle’s alignment. If a 
vehicle has been damaged 


by a pothole, it’s better to 
have the problem looked at 
sooner rather than later. 

“If there is actual damage 
and you keep on driving, it 
could cause additional dam¬ 


Warning signs 


• According to the Insur¬ 
ance Bureau of Canada 
(IBC), some conse¬ 
quences from pothole 
damage include a 
reoccurring loss of tire 
air pressure, noticeable 
bends or dents in the 
wheel rims, and a vibra¬ 
tion in the seats or the 
vehicle’s wheel. If you 
are experiencing any of 
these, take the vehicle in 
to have it looked over. 


age,” said Fred Mina, the 
co-owner of Master Auto in 
Halifax, an auto repair shop 
and used car dealer. 

“It could wear your tires 
or make you pull your car to 
one side more than another, 
or it could steer bad.” 

While unlikely, you may 
be able to get reimbursed 
by your municipality as a 
result of damage caused to 
your vehicle by a pothole, so 
be sure to find out what the 
service repair standards and 
claims procedures are. 


Exercise 
safety on 
the roads 

MaiyAnn Kempe, vice- 
president at Manitoba 
Public Insurance (MPI), 
says melting snow, ice 
and thawing ground 
creates wet and slippery 
roads, which creates 
dangerous driving condi¬ 
tions. 

Thousands of driv¬ 
ers collide with each 
other, with trees and 
with other objects each 
spring. Mostly, it’s 
because drivers don’t 
adjust to the new season. 

MPI offers the follow¬ 
ing spring driving tips to 
avoid having to call your 
insurer: 

• Slow down and leave 
extra distance between 
your vehicle and the 
vehicle in front of you. 

• Replace old or brittle 
windshield wipers. 

• Make sure your run¬ 
ning lights or headlights 
are on when driving on 
dark, overcast, or foggy

NHL. Oilers’ Eberle 
shakes off early cross¬ 
check, scores twice in 
5-1 win over Nashville 


Jordan Eberle had a pair of goals 
and an assist as the Edmonton 
Oilers continued to put crimps 
in other teams’ playoff plans, 
coming away with a 5-1 victoiy 
over the Nashville Predators on 
Tuesday. 

Sam Gagner, Ryan Nugent- 
Hopkins and Taylor Hall also 
scored for the Oilers (25-36-9), 
who have won two in a row 
and gone 10-4-3 in their past 17 
games, and at least temporarily 


moved past Florida into third- 
last in the NHL. 

Gabriel Bourque replied for 
the Predators (29-30-10) who 
have lost two in a row. Nash¬ 
ville are in serious jeopardy 
of missing the playoffs for the 
second year in a row as they are 
nine points out of the last posts¬ 
eason berth in the West with 
just 13 games remaining on the 
schedule. 

The game started on a rough 
note just 48 seconds in as Pred¬ 
ators defenceman Ryan Ellis 
pasted Eberle into the boards 
on a cross-check from behind, 
igniting a scrum. 

Edmonton broke the score¬ 
less deadlock with 35 seconds 
left in the opening frame as the 


rebound from a Martin Marin- 
cin point shot came to Gagner 
in the blue paint and he hooked 
a backhand shot past Predators 
goalie Peklca Rinne. 

Edmonton made it a 2-0 
game eight minutes into the 
second as Eberle made a long 
cross-ice pass through traffic 
on the power play to Nugent- 
Hopkins, who wrested a shot 
that went off the tip of Rinne’s 
glove and in. 

The Oilers took a three-goal 
lead with five minutes left in 
the second period as Hall took 
a backhand golf swing of a shot 
that found the top comer and 
quickly exited the net. Play con¬ 
tinued for 1:17 before the Oilers 
took a penalty and they were 


able to review the shot and de¬ 
termine it was a goal. 

Nashville got on the board 
with 1:21 remaining in the 
second as Patric Homqvist took 
the puck behind the net before 
hooking it in front to Bourque, 
who sent a shot through traffic 
to beat Fasth. 

Edmonton made it 4-1 eight- 
and-a-half minutes into the 
third period when Anton Land¬ 
er fed Eberle at the side of the 
net as he lifted a backhand shot 
that ticked off of Rinne and in. 

Eberle scored his second 
goal of the game just 1:23 later, 
breaking into the Nashville 
zone with speed and scoring on 
a low backhand shot.

Rachel Homan still hadn’t 
thrown a final stone for a win 
at world women’s curling 
championship Tuesday. 

At both the Canadian cham¬ 
pionships, where her team 
went unbeaten in 13 games, 
and at this week’s Ford World 
Women’s Curling Champion¬ 
ship, even seeing her Canadian 
team in a 10th end has been 
akin to spying an exotic animal 
in the wild. 

With their ability to keep 
the front of the house clear 
and throw heavy weight shots 
with accuracy, the Ottawa Curl¬ 


ing Club team has been virtu¬ 
ally uncatchable when they’ve 
taken a lead. 

Their reward is opposing 
teams conceding before the 
10th end, with the exception so 
far in Saint John a loss to Switz¬ 
erland on Sunday Conversely, 
it was the Canadians shaking 
hands after eight ends in the 
face of a four-point deficit. 

But Homan went through 
the Scotties Tournament of 
Hearts and the first seven 
games of the world champion¬ 
ship without making a game¬ 
winning throw in the 10th. 


Down 8-3 to Canada, Scot¬ 
land’s Keny Barr shook hands 
after nine ends Tuesday night. 
The Latvians also conceded 
after nine ends in the morning 
draw.

Some cars can make you 
smile, whether you’re behind 
the wheel, riding as a passen¬ 
ger, or watching them drive 
down the street. 

Since its 2002 model-year 
arrival, the Mini Cooper has 
enjoyed a growing number 
of admirers, due in no small 
part to the Mini brand adding 
more and more models. 

The third-generation 
BMW-built Mini, which goes 
on sale this spring, should 
elicit the same appreciative 
grins even if to the casual 
observer it appears much the 
same as before. 

Hard-core Mini fans will, 
however, note significant 
changes afoot everywhere, 
which is because virtually 
eveiy aspect of the Mini Coop¬ 
er is brand new. 


The extra 4.5 centimetres 
in width is good news for 
passengers and should also 
make for flatter cornering. 
As well, an extra three centi- 
meres between the front and 
rear wheels doesn’t sound 
like much, but for rear-seat 
riders, who can now recline 
the split-folding back cushion 
for added comfort, every little 
bit helps. There’s also slightly 
more stowage space with the 
rear seat in the upright pos¬ 
ition. 

The rest of the cabin has 
undergone a major retooling. 
Most obvious, the centre- 
stack-mounted speedometer 
has been relocated to the 
steering column. It’s flanked 
by a half-moon tachometer 
to the left and the fuel gauge 
lights on the right. 

The cloclc-like centre-stack 
pod carries over and houses 
the infotainment, com¬ 
munications and navigation 
systems that are controlled 
by a rotary dial on the floor 
console. Near it are pushbut¬ 
tons for the air conditioning, 
ventilation and seat warmers 
plus toggle switches for other 
functions such as traction and 


stability control that reduce 
the likelihood of skids and 
spins in adverse conditions. 

Easily the most radical 
change is found under the 
hood as there are two new 
powerplants. Base models run 
with a turbocharged 1.5-litre 
three-cylinder that puts out 
134 horsepower and 162 
pound-feet of torque. That’s 
up considerably from the 
previous non-turbo 1.6-litre 
four-cylinder’s 121 horse¬ 
power and relatively puny 
114 pound-feet of torque. 

Moving up to the Cooper S 
puts you in control of a turbo¬ 
charged 2.0-litre four-cylinder 
with 189 horsepower and 
207 pound-feet of torque (the 
2013 Cooper S generated 181 
horses and 208 pound-feet of 
torque). 

The new standard six- 
speed manual transmission 
has a more precise shift link¬ 
age, while a six-speed auto¬ 
matic is optional. 

Both engines feature an 
overboost function to provide 
a bit more torque for a few 
seconds (good for added pass¬ 
ing power) when the gas pedal 
is floored. Overboost also 


helps the base cars achieve a 
zero-to-100 km/h time of 7.9 
seconds, versus 8.6 seconds 
for the previous base four- 
cylinder. The Cooper S can do 
it in 6.8 seconds (previously 
7.0), as measured by Mini. 

For 2014, the base price 
is $22,750, including des¬ 
tination charges, but there 
are several new options that 
could tempt you to spend 
more. They include an adjust¬ 
able suspension with Comfort 
and Sport settings as well as a 
Head-Up-Display that projects 
speed and basic navigation 
info onto a dash-mounted 
pop-up monitor. The oddest 
accessoiy is the self-park fea¬ 
ture to guide a slcills-deficient 
Mini driver into an appropri¬ 
ate spot. Honestly, anyone 
unable to parallel-park a car 
this small should consider 
purchasing a bus pass. 

However, the additions 
and improvements to the 
Mini Cooper give it more of 
a real-car persona, which 
makes it feel less like a novel¬ 
ty. That should also make it 
much easier to justify as a 
purchase and much easier to 
live with.

The Mercedes ML Class 
was the first German lux¬ 
ury on the scene when it 
hit the market some years 
ago—and it paved the 
way for numerous com¬ 
petitors from automakers 
around the world to join 
the scene. For its last com¬ 
plete generation, which 
ran 2006 to 2011, the ML 
was available with gas or 
diesel propulsion from 
a range of six or eight- 
cylinder engines to suit a 
variety of needs. A model 
with V6 power should 
prove adequate for most 
shoppers. Standard on 
all models were 4Matic 
four-wheel drive, an auto¬ 
matic transmission and a 
list of luxury must-haves. 
Feature content for the 
family-ready posh-ute 
included rear-seat DVD 
entertainment consoles, 
a sunroof, automatic 
climate control, xenon 
lights, automatic climate 
control, climate con¬ 
trolled seats, Bluetooth, 
and plenty more. 


Common issues 


If opting for a 2005 to 2008 
copy of an ML from this 
generation, the vehicle’s 
owner’s community has 
done a good job of docu¬ 
menting the issues you 
might expect to surface. 
Unfortunately, a number 
of them are fairly serious. 


First, ‘listen’ to any un¬ 
usual noise from the front 
of the vehicle, notably a 
‘whirring’ or ‘whining’ 
sound. A well-known front 
differential issue may be 
the cause, and the whin¬ 
ing sounds usually come 
just ahead of differen¬ 
tial failure, which is not 
inexpensive to remedy. 
Warning lights or messa¬ 
ges, hard shifting from the 
transmission, ‘slipping’ 
during acceleration or 
gearshifts, surging or other 
unusual behavior from the 
transmission on an earlier 
ML from this generation 
may all be evidence of an 
issue with the transmis¬ 
sion. Talk to the seller and 
see if any repair work has 
been performed because of 
this issue. Balance shaft 
sprocket failure, which 
is expensive and requires 
removal of the engine for 
replacement, is another 
known issue with the 3.5 
litre V6. Determine if the 
seller has had the issue 
addressed under warranty, 
and ask a Mercedes techni¬ 
cian for his opinion. If buy¬ 
ing privately, a dealer can 
run the VIN number to see 
if the work has been car¬ 
ried out. Note that a ‘check 
engine’ or warning light 
or message in the instru¬ 
ment cluster can indicate 
the presence of one or 
more of these issues. A 
computer ‘scan’ can reveal 
hidden or ‘stored’ problems 
which are logged into the 
computer.

Twenty years ago, Canada, 
the United States and Mex¬ 
ico entered into the North 
American Free Trade Agree¬ 
ment (NAFTA), which elim¬ 
inated almost all tariffs and 
trade restrictions between 
the three countries, includ¬ 
ing vehicle production. But 
two decades later, it looks 
like Mexico ended up get¬ 
ting the most out of the ar¬ 
rangement. 

“While Canadian vehicle 
production has increased 
marginally from where it 
was 20 years ago, it tails the 
tripling that we’ve seen oc¬ 
curring in Mexico,” says Car¬ 
los Gomes, senior economist 
and auto industry specialist 
for Scotiabanlc. 

“We have historically ac¬ 
counted for about 16 per 
cent of overall North Amer¬ 
ican vehicle production, but 
in recent years, our share of 
investment has declined to 
about 5 per cent.” 


Facts 


• Manufacturing. Auto 
production makes up 
15 per cent of Mexico’s 
overall manufacturing, but 
it is only 10 per cent of 
Canada's total, and is 9 per 
cent in the United States. 

• Imported parts. Some 23 
per cent of all auto parts 
imported by the U.S. came 
from Mexico when NAFTA 
began, but now it's 34 per 
cent. 

• Big money. Carmakers 
invested $2.9 billion into 
Mexico's automotive indus¬ 
try in 2013, almost double 
what the country received 
on average each year over 
the last decade. 


While the domestic auto¬ 
makers—Chrysler, Ford and 
General Motors—originally 
made up the bulk of produc¬ 
tion in Mexico, Japanese and 
European automakers now 
account for the majority of 
Mexico’s output. 

Companies such as Volk¬ 
swagen, Nissan, Honda, and 
Mazda already build or are 
about to start production in 
Mexico, while Audi is con¬ 
structing a new plant that is 
expected to turn out its first 




vehicle in 2016, and BMW 
is in negotiations for a new 
facility. 

Part of the reason is 
wages: Mexico’s labour costs 
are approximately 20 per 
cent lower than in the rest 
of North America. However, 
another important factor is 
that Mexico has free trade 
agreements with some 40 
countries, which allows 
automakers to build their 


cars there and then ship 
them duty-free to global 
markets. This includes mod¬ 
els sold in Canada and the 
U.S., which not only elim¬ 
inates potential tariffs, but 
cuts down on transporta¬ 
tion costs, since the vehicles 
don’t have to be shipped 
from overseas. 

“The Mexican plants go 
into areas that ours don’t,” 
Gomes says. “That’s a big 


difference. The Canadian 
plants export almost exclu¬ 
sively to the U.S., whereas in 
Mexico, they export to the 
U.S. but more than 20 per 
cent of their shipments are 
outside of the NAFTA region. 
It’s these (markets) in par¬ 
ticular that are growing at a 
faster pace.” 

The domestic automakers 
originally built factories 
in Mexico to make parts at 


lower cost that were then 
shipped north to car plants 
for final assembly. In 1998, 
Mexico passed Canada as the 
top parts supplier to the U.S. 
assembly lines. 

Today, each vehicle built 
in the United States now 
contains approximately 
$4,000 in Mexican-built 
parts, but only about $1,500 
in parts from Canadian fa¬ 
cilities.

The burning question about 
electric cars is how well 
they work in the real world. 
Not some urban area with 
two-lcilometre daily com¬ 
mutes and electrical outlets 
every 10 steps. 

Out in the “real world” 
there’s the dreaded range 
anxiety, where you just 
don’t know how far, exactly, 
your car will take you. It’s 
not like there’s a charge 
station on every corner and 
you have three hours to kill 
waiting for a battery top-up. 
In Alaska, if you run out. . . 

It doesn’t get much more 
real than that. As event 
planners, my wife, Lisa Cal- 
vi, and I changed hotels 10 
times in less than two weeks 
during an extended business 
trip here. 

Hey, I’m cranky for it, 
and for a morning guy who 
is rarely out of sorts, my 
mood is as much a surprise 
to me as my unsuspecting 
wife. 

“I’m sorry Lisa, I’ll snap 
out of it,” I offer, realizing 
this will be our only day off 
before getting back to work. 

We pack our suitcases 
and office supplies into the 
hatchback of the Chevrolet 
Volt. This is a normal car, I 
remind myself, stuffing the 
last of the suitcases into the 
cargo area, which is massive 
with the rear seats folded 
down. 

We head south out of An¬ 
chorage toward the Kenai 
Peninsula. Lisa and I booked 
a six-hour glacier cruise out 
of Whittier and have an ap¬ 
pointment at the “tunnel” 
which is the only land con¬ 
nection from the port of 
Whittier to the rest of the 
world.

Peace of mind 


It doesn’t matter that 
we’re driving about 
300 kilometres that 
day. Once the battery 
runs down, an on-board 
four-cylinder gasoline- 
powered generator will 
kick in and extend our 
range for another 500 or 
so kilometres. 


We clear Anchorage and 
follow the highway along 
Turnagain Arm. The tides 
are low and the mudflats 
seem endless. As my brood¬ 
ing levels out, the silent, 
comfortable ride of the Volt 
reminds me that we are in¬ 
deed running on electricity 
and will be for about 50 
kilometres. 

It doesn’t matter that 
we’re driving about 300 
kilometres that day. Once 
the battery runs down, 
an on-board four-cylinder 
gasoline-powered gener¬ 
ator will kick in and extend 
our range for another 500 
or so kilometres. Sure we 
might consume some fossil 
fuel, but there is no pesky 
“my-battery-is-running-low- 
range-anxiety” with the 
Volt. 

The idea of leaving home 
for a weekend road trip with 
an electric vehicle is nor¬ 
mally a dicey proposition, 
unless the plan doesn’t in¬ 
volve much driving, because 
range is short and charging 
takes a long time ... if you 
can find somewhere to 
charge. 

That makes the Chevy 
Volt a compelling alterna¬ 
tive. It’s an electric car 
that doesn’t need a back¬ 
up vehicle beside it in the 
driveway. 

It doesn’t take long to 
cheer up. The scenery is 
stunning. A glacier here, 
snow-capped mountain 
there. With a little luck we 
might see the “tidal bore,” 
a wall of rushing water that 
marks the changing of the 
tides on Turnagain Arm. 

We make our tunnel time 
and file through a three- 
kilometre railway tunnel 
with a line of other cars and 
trucks en route to rustic 
Whittier. Cool. 

From Whittier, the cruise 
through Prince William 
Sound is a spellbinding af¬ 
fair that stops briefly at a 
remote fish hatchery where 
salmon are jumping, rafts 
of sea otters are frisking 


and bald eagles swooping. 
It’s like an advertisement 
for animal heaven. Later 
we swing close to Surprise 
Glacier where the Captain 
cuts the engines so we can 
see and “hear” the glaciers. 
Creek, wham, slam. It has 
been going on for millions 
of years. 

Back in Whittier, I power 
up the Volt. The battery 
charge is depleted but the 
four-cylinder gasoline gen¬ 
erator engine keeps the 
charge between 20 and 29 
per cent so we’re not con¬ 
cerned about anything but 
making the tunnel appoint¬ 
ment time to get us back to 
the main road. 

The drive south through 
the Kenai Peninsula is noth¬ 
ing short of spectacular. 
Unearthly blue glaciers 
casually hang off some of

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them. We take a detour to 
tiny Hope and feast on the 
best fish and chips ever at 
Seaview Cafe. 

The Volt’s agility and 
comfort surprises me. This 
is not a fad car or some¬ 
thing that has to be babied 
or fussed over. Plug it into a 
110-volt power supply over¬ 
night or a 220-volt outlet for 
a few hours and it’s ready 
to fulfill most commuting 
requirements. Pack it up 
for the weekend and take it 
wherever you want to. 

Later that night we pull 
into Seward at the southern 
end of the peninsula. Plenty 
of activities are available 
there from glacier helicop¬ 
ter hiking to sea kayaking 


and dog sledding. We check 
into the Van Gilder, Sew¬ 
ard’s oldest hotel that is sup¬ 
posed to be haunted by the 
ghost of a woman murdered 
there in 1950. 

“You want the room 
where it happened?” the 
pleasant receptionist asks. 
“We’ll pass,” I respond, 
checking out the slack look 
on Lisa’s face. 

“Do you have a place to plug 
in my car? It’s a Chevy Volt 
and charging it tonight will 
give me an electrified head¬ 
start tomorrow.” 

There’s no outside re¬ 
ceptacle. It doesn’t matter 
though, because the Chevy 
Volt is one electric car that 
can live in the real world. 
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Hey, that sinkhole eight my classic Corvettes!

10-year-old ADD boy could 
love. I wonder if they’re tak¬ 
ing notes over at the Royal 
Ontario, Glenbow, and Na¬ 
tional Gallery; maybe even 
contemplating how one or 
two of their more esoteric 
exhibits might benefit from 
a similar sinkhole make¬ 
over. 

The 1962 Corvette was 
the first to get rescued, lift¬ 
ed out of the sinkhole nose 
first. Engineers then suc¬ 
cessfully extracted the 2009 
Corvette ZR-1 “Blue Devil” 
and a 1993 40th anniversary 
model Corvette. All three 
were in surprisingly good 
shape, considering. 










The 1962 Corvette was the first one out of the sinkhole, and sustained less 
damage than one might have expected for such a mishap. Eight museum 
Corvettes took the plunge. Three are still down there, general motors 


The remaining cars had 
more stuff fall on top of 
them and are more heavily 
damaged. As of this writ¬ 
ing, three ‘Vettes are still in 
the sinkhole: a one-off ZRI 
Spyder; the 2001 Mallett 
Hammer Z06, and the 1.5 
millionth Corvette. 

Construction crews need 
to continue to stabilize the 
walls of the sinkhole before 
attempting to vacuum out 


the dirt from around those 
remaining cars. But they are 
sure to be rescued at some 
point, and then they will 
likely join the other “sur¬ 
vivors” in a special display, 
before they all get made 
new again. 

The sinkhole is in the 
Slcydome, a separate struc¬ 
ture from the main mu¬ 
seum. While the Slcydome is 
off-limits for now, the main 


museum remains open. 

There are two adjoining 
walls between the build¬ 
ings. One wall features a 
video monitor, which shows 
live webcam footage of the 
work going on in the Slcy- 
dome. The other features a 
plexi-glass viewing area. 

Sinkholes are not un¬ 
common in Kentucky, 
one of several U.S. states 
especially prone to them, 


by virtue of the Karst topog¬ 
raphy, a landscape largely 
formed by the dissolving 
action of water on soft bed¬ 
rock (usually limestone). 

Corvettes have been 
made exclusively in Ken¬ 
tucky, at the Bowling Green 
Assembly Plant, since
